THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Litchfield in the County 
of Hillsborough in said State, qualitied to vote in Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Litchfield on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, next at one of 
the. clock in the afternoon to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


|. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see it the Town will vote to raise or appropri- 


ate $250.00 for the Public Library. 


4. To see it the Town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid for the permanent improvement of highways. Town 
to raise $146.25 and the State to contribute $974.98. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
_ Selectmen to borrow in anticipation of taxes for the year 


Frdeisy. 


6. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to Memorial Day and make appropriation for same. 


7. To see it the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum not exceeding $50.00 (less than |/100th of one 
percent of the Town's assessed valuation) to the Merrimack 
Valley Region Association as the Town's proportionate 
share in publicizing and promoting all interests in this 
Region, or act in relation thereto. 
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8. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
of selling or disposing of the Litchtield Fire Department 
—Trailer pump. 


9. To see what action the Town will take in regards 
to buying a tank truck. 


10. To see it the Town will use money received trom 
sale of trailer pump towards purchase of a tank truck. 


|1. To see what action the Town will take in regards 
of clearing wood roads. Raise and appropriate for same. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a plan tor 
extending to employees of the town the benefits of title 
Il of the Federal Social Security Act (Old Age and Surviv- 
or's Insurance) as authorized by Chapter 234 of the Laws 
of 1951 and to raise and appropriate the sum of 2% to 
defray the town's share of the cost thereof. 


|3. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if the 
town will authorize the Selectmen to execute on behalf of 
the town the necessary agreement with the State of New 
Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and to see if the 
town will designate the Town Treasurer as the officer to 
be responsible for the administration of the plan.

35. Permits. (B) No person, firm or corporation shall 
kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or shall burn or cause 
to be burned any material, and no city or town shall kindle 
or maintain a fire or a public dump, in or near woodlands, 
pasture, brush, sprout, waste, or cut-over land, or where 
tire may be communicated to such land, except when the 
ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a 
written permit from the forest fire warden of the town 
where the burning is to be done unless the same is in the 
presence of the warden or his agent.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Litchfield School Board: 


| herewith submit my Sixth Annual Report as your 
superintendent of schools. Once again it is my distinct 
privilege to report nothing but the greatest cooperation 
between the schools and the citizens of Litchfield. My 
admiration and respect for the School Board for the time 
and effort it has been willing to unselfishly expend that the 
pupils in the Litchfield Schools might have equal educa- 
tional opportunities with the pupils in other communities, 
has reached a new high. 


There are two problems that seemingly will be with us 
for some time to come. The first is the continually rising 
school enrollment and the second is a direct outgrowth of 
this nation wide trend. It is a very serious and critical 
shortage of the type of teachers we would like to have 
teach our children. 


The enrollment in the Litchfield schools has grown by 
leaps and bounds. The District would have been in a very 
serious position if there were no Memorial Library with a 
fine basement room. The outlay that would have been 
necessary to make any other public building suitable, even 
for temporary occupancy, as a class room would have 
been a staggering blow to a rising tax rate. One more 
additional room will be needed next fall. This presents a 
situation so critical that every attempt should be made to 
find a solution to the problem of housing at the meeting 
this March. To postpone action on this vital matter would 
be a very costly stop-gap measure. The Board and Build- 
ing Committee has worked very diligently and the plan 
they present is very practical and workable. 


The only way in which New Hampshire can keep a full 
staff of qualified teachers is to keep pace with rising salaries 
that are being paid in neighboring states. It is a definite 
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responsibiilty of every District to face the situation realis- 
tically, see the picture as it actually is, and finally resign 
itself to the fact that if it wants to have and to keep good 
teachers it must pay as much or more than those who are 
competing tor these same people. Litchfield has been very 
fortunate in the calibre of teachers it has been able to 
employ. Every possible step should be taken to make 
working conditions as desirable as possible so that we may 
keep the fine teachers we have and to give the Board an 
opportunity to hire people of the same calibre for un- 
avoidable replacements and additional positions. 


In this, my final report, | want to thank the Board 
members, both past and present, who have so faithtully 
tulfilled the trust put in them and who have, in every way, 
tried to make my work as rewarding and pleasant as was 
humanly possible. My sincere thanks also go to the 
teachers of this District who have been willing to use every 
bit of their skill and knowledge that some one else's child 
might have the same educational opportunities they might 
wish for their own children. | shall sincerely miss all the 
fine people of Litchtield with whom it has been my privilege 
to work these past six years.
